Subject :—^Export Policy of HPS Groundnuts 
during 1982-83. 

F. No. 38(33)l82-E II. —^Attention is invited to 
S. No, 23 (i) of Policy Statement at page 14 of 
the Impoift and Export Policy Book, 1982-83 
(Vol. 15 according to which export of HPS 
Groundnuts is canalised through the National 
Agricultural Co-operative Marketing Federation of 
India Ltd. (NAFED). 

2. On a review of the position, it has been de¬ 
cided that, while the canalisation policy for export 
of HPS Groundnuts through NAFED will conti¬ 
nue to be operative, private parties will also be 
allowed to export HPS Groundnuts upto 31-3-1983 
as Associates of NAFED against the balance 
ceiling available with NAFED subject to the fol¬ 
lowing conditions ;~ 

(i) Export will be allowed on first-come, first- 
served basis against the contracts backed 


(ii) The Service Charges to be levied by 

NAFED would be Rs. 20 per tonne of 
quantity permitcd for export. 

(iii) After the quota has been allocated to pri¬ 

vate parties by NAFED, export will be 
permitted by the port licensing authori¬ 
ties by making endorsement on shipping 
bills. 

(iv) This policy would be in operation upto 

31-3-1983. 

(v) Export will be allowed freely to any des¬ 

tination without any condition with re¬ 
gard to export to General Cunency 
Areas or Rupee Currency Areas. 

(vi) No further condition would be imposed 

by NAFED for issuing authorisation for 
export of HPS Groundnuts to private 
parties, 

(vii) The NAFED will start receiving applica¬ 

tions three days after the date of issue of 
this Public Notice. 

3. The NAFED will monitor the ceiling and 
ensure that export of HPS Groutidnut.s does not 
exceed the balance quantity available for export 
during 1982-83. 

4, The NAFED will send a raoutlily statement 
showing the quantity allowed for shipment, name 
of the exporter, value and destination to the De¬ 
partment of Commerce (EP Agri. Division) with a 
copy to the Director of Statistics of this Ofiicc.
